Summer is always a good 
time to cut the lawn. In years 
of observing other men now 
■ I have arrived at several con- 
clusions. 

Most important, of course, 
la observation. There is noth- 
ing so rewarding as observing 
a lawn being mowed. 

One phase of lawn-mowing 
observation is kibitzing. Thus! 

There are five ways to mow 
a lawn: 

1. Clockwise square — You 
■tart at the intersection of 
your walk and the sidewalk 

" and follow the hands of the 
clock. Say that you wheel out 
the machine at 5 p.m. You 
ought to have followed the 
clock enough by 5:15 to call 
it a day. 

2. Counterclockwise square 
— This is the same as above 
except that you reverse direc- 
ton. You haul out the machine 
and haul it back in before you 
start. The one thing to remem- 
ber in both the square meth- 
ods is that each corner must 
be made neatly. There is noth- 
ing messier than an unneat 
corner. Cheating on the cor- 
ners can only lead to the tri- 
angle method which isn't on 
the approved list at all. 

3. Circle — This is for the 
speed demons of the lawn 
mowing set. In either of the 
square methods, you have to 
come to an absolute halt and 
swing the machine around 90 
degrees before starting off 
again. In the crele method, 
you can attain great speed 
because there is no halting. 
A good stiff shot of drama- 
mine is recommended, how- 
ever, about midway through 
the session. 

4. Stripper — You start 
along a walk and work your 
way up and down, back and 
iorth, stripping off pieces of 
the lawn, clothing, flowers and 
Rover's tail. 

5. Quilt. You start with 
great enthusiasm but after 
mowing a five-foot square, 
your eagerness ebbs away and 
you decide it would be more 
interesting to work on the 
three-foot square on the other 
side of the lawn, over under 
the shade tree. 

There are several costumes 
which I have learned are most 
useful in mowing. Assuming 
that the temperature is 105, 
fur coat works wonders. Five 
minutes and the job is done. 
You can relax comfortably in 
the hospital. 

Or you may try no clothes 
at all. There is no grass in jail. 

Shorts and no shirt also 
are recommended. Recovering 
from that sunburn will keep 
you out of mowing for at least 
two weeks. 

Lastly, there is the matter 
of the machine. The old hand 
model is still the most reliable. 
It is guaranteed to cultivate 
a beautiful set of blisters when 
you're no more than one-third 
finished. You not only escape 
further work, but rate honest 
sympathy. 

The rotary mower leaves as 
little to be desired as any 
machine. Even a wife can op- 
erate one of these. 

In any case, mowing a lawn 
id best done in fits and starts. 
Your wife throws a fit and 
you start mowing.

Robin Mary was in a westbound 
auto driven by her mother when 
it ran into the rear of another 
car that had stopped preparatory 
to making a turn.

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J WATER COMMISSION FACES OBSTACLES 

* ' Few people are able to appreciate the tremendous cost 
at which their own community is provided with an ade- 
quate water supply— number one necessity of physical life 
and health. For the smaller communities, whose popula- 
tions are increasing and whose boundaries are expanding, 

' it is often most difficult to obtain the required finances to 

' supply present demands for water, while making provision 

,' for future needs. 

We have an example here in Jeffersontown, whose 
water supply is becoming progressively less adequate as 
the community's growth and expansion brings ever-greater 
demands for more water and increased faclities. The Water 
and Sewerage Commission, charged with the responsibility 
of making provision for city water and sewage disposal 
facilities, has plans for increasing the present water supply. 

We happen to know of some of the problems the Com- 
mission is facing just at this time. Prospects for future 
developments of an area such as this demand the expansion 
of water services and sewage disposal facilities beyond that 
for which present revenues and other assets will provide. 

One major obstacle yet to be overcome by the ^ater 
and*sewerage commission is that of obtaining location for 
a larger water supply line to be laid in the public right- 
of-way of Highway 155. The State Highway Department, 
planning— for quite some time now— extensive improve- 
ments to the highway, is still unable to give location for 
the water line. 

This means that probably this year, and definitely be- 
fore this time next year, the local area will experience a 
serious water shortage, unless the State activates the Tay- 
lorsville Road reconstruction program in the very near 
future. It takes time, as well as money, to construct water 
lines and to make other necessary expansions to the water 

•system. 

The people of this community may come to the point 
where, from the lack of an adequate supply, they will real- 
n a position to appreciate what plenty of good water 
'•o them.

"In that state, 16.000 patriotic volunteers eagerly under- 
took the tremendous task of securing the petition signatures 
requited by law to place a right-to-wnrk amendment of the 
Ohio constitution on the ballot this fall. This will require 
356,000 names, or ten percent of the number voting for gu- 
bernatorial candidates in the last election. As a safeguard 
against signatures that might be disqualified for one reason 
or another, 100.000 additional may be needed. 

So long as the labor bosses felt the campaign would fiz- 
« Tele, all was quiet. But when a pollster indicated the effort 
would succeed by a comfortable margin, the reign of terror 
began. Names of the circulators, filed as required with the 
Secretary of State were available to AFL-CIO officials who 
kept local labor union bosses informed from day to day. 
They swung into action. 

"Merchants soliciting signatures were told to knock it 
off, or union members would boycott their establishments. 
Insurance men active in the fight found their mail bring- 
ing policy cancellations instead of orders. Where there 
was no obvious economic lever to apply— as in the case of 
retired people— mysterious voices over the telephone in- 
quired whether the circulator would care to be mugged 
or have his house bombed. 

"Union retaliation was immediately effective. The 
loyal army of 16,000 dwindled under fire and defeat seemed 
inevitable— until the school year ended and the kids came 
home from college. To youth, the challenge of pitched 
battle, was irresistible. Hundreds volunteered, and once 
more victory is just over the horizon. With success in 
placing the r;ght-to-work issue on the ballot, will come a 
new phase, however. Slowdowns face employers who help 
financially or actively in the drive for November votes. 
The union leaders have promised an all-out fight. 

"But there is good reason to hope that both the fight 
and the outcome in Ohio may provide a shining example 
for those states that have yet to do battle for this, funda- 
mental right."
